Executive  Reorganization  Order  Implementing  the  Department  of 

Livestock  Pursuant  to  the  Executive  Reorganization  Act  of  1971. 

Under  the  Executive  Reorganization  Act  of  1971  (Laws  of 
Montana,  1971,  Chapter  272),  the  Governor  is  authorized  to  sign 
executive  orders  implementing  the  various  chapters  of  the  Act. 

THEREFORE,  I,  FORREST  H.  ANDERSON,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  pursuant  to  the  authority  invested  in  me,  order  that: 

1.  Chapter  13  (Sections  82A-1301  through  82A-1305)  of  the 
Executive  Reorganization  Act  of  1971,  providing  for  the  creation 
of  the  Department  of  Livestock,  shall  be  effective  November  22, 
1971. 

2.  From  and  after  November  22,  1971,  the  Department  and  its 
functions  shall  be  organized,  supervised,  administered,  and  exe- 
cuted pursuant  to  the  Executive  Reorganization  Act  of  1971,  the 
Constitution,  other  statutes  of  the  state,  and  the  reorganization 
plan  (dated  September  22,  1971)  prepared  and  submitted  by  the 
Livestock  Commission  ex-officio  Livestock  Sanitary  Board. 

3.  This  executive  order  shall  not. affect  the  validity  of 
any  judicial  or  administrative  proceeding  pending  or  which  could 
have  been  commenced  before  the  date  of  the  order,  and  the 
department  or  unit  which  succeeds  to  the  functions  of  an  agency 
transferred  or  retained  by  this  order  shall  be  substituted  as  a 
party  in  interest. 

4.  The  Department's  organization  charts  and  descriptions 
of  major  programs  are  appended  to  this  order.   However,  the 
Secretary  of  State  need  not  send  the  charts  and  descriptions  of 
major  programs  to  those  persons  named  in  Section  6  of  the  Execu- 
tive Reorganization  Act  as  a  part  of  this  order.

ANIMAL  HEALTH  DIVISION 

In  addition  to  those  major  programs  listed  below,  the  following  is 
assigned  to  the  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  by  statutory  authority  and 
will  be  assigned  to  the  Animal  Health  Division  of  the  newly  created 
Department  of  Livestock:

Poultry  &  Egg  Program 

Description....  The  functions  will  be  to  qualify  and  license  egg  cand- 
lers,  inspect  eggs,  and  inspect  poultry  premises  for 
sanitation.

Responsibility.  Milk  &  Egg  Bureau  (Animal  Health  Division).

Dairy  &  Milk  Inspection  Program   ■ 

Description The  functions  will  be  to  assure  consumers  of  Montana 

milk  a  safe  and  wholesome  milk  and  milk  products  sup- 
ply and  to  assure  the  acceptance  of  Montana  milk  and 
milk  products  into  interstate  commerce  through  the  en- 
forcement of  the  "U.  S.  Public  Health  Service  Recom- 
mended Grade  A  Pasteurized  Milk  Ordinance"  on  a  state- 
wide basis.

The  functions  will  be,  through  the  internal  organiza- 
tional structure  of  specific  scientific  disciplines 
assigned  to  Sections,  to  furnish  laboratory  support 
work  required  for  the  proper  function  of  the  Disease 
Control  Bureau  and  the  Milk  &  Egg  Bureau.

Responsibility.  Diagnostic  Laboratory  Bureau  (Animal  Health  Division) 
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Animal  Disease  Control  Program 

Description....  The  functions  will  be  to  prevent,  control  and  eradi- 
cate livestock  and  poultry  diseases;  enforce  sanitary 
standards  of  facilities  and  inspect  animals  at  live- 
stock auction  markets;  and  enforce  sanitary  standards 
at  garbage  cooking  establishments.

Responsibility.  Disease  Control  Bureau  (Animal  Health  Division). 


BRANDS -ENFORCEMENT  DIVISION 

Livestock  Inspection  and  Control  Program 

Description....  The  function  will  be  to  protect  and  foster  the  live- 
stock industry  in  the  state.  This  will  be  done  by  en- 
forcing the  state's  livestock  laws,  inspecting  live- 
stock for  brands,  issuing  and  recording  livestock 
marks  and  brands,  regulating  livestock  markets  and 
livestock  dealers.

Responsibility.  All  Bureaus  (Brands-Enforcement  Division). 

Predatory  Animal  Control  Program 

Description....  The  function  will  be  to  protect  the  livestock  industry 
as  well  as  the  poultry  and  honey  bee  industry  from 
damage  by  predatory  animals.  The  Brands-Enforcement 
Division  will  contribute  financial  and  administrative 
support  to  this  program. 

Authority Title  46,  Chapters  19  through  21,  RCM  1947. 

Responsibility.  This  program  will  be  a  joint  effort  of  the  Brands- 
Enforcement  Division,  the  Department  of  Fish  &  Game, 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Sport  Fisheries  &  Wildlife  and  the 
counties  of  the  state. 

Dealer  Licensing  Program 

Description....  The  function  will  be  to  license  and  bond  all  livestock 
dealers  operating  within  the  state  and  by  so  doing, 
afford  protection  to  livestock  producers  from  under- 
financed or  otherwise  undesirable  dealers. 
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Authority Title  46,  Chapter  29,  RCM  1947. 

Responsibility.  Licensing  &  Bonding  Section  (Brands-Enforcement  Divi- 
sion) . 


Rabies  Control  Program 


Description. 


The  function  will  be  to  control  rabies  outbreaks  in 
rodents,  scavengers  and  predatory  animals  thereby  pro- 
tecting human  life,  domestic  livestock  and  game  ani- 
mals. The  Brands-Enforcement  Division  will  contribute 
financial  and  administrative  support  and  the  Animal 
Health  Division  will  contribute  laboratory  testing  and 
analyses  to  the  program. 


Authority Title  46,  Chapter  1,  RCM  1947. 


Responsibility. 


This  program  will  be  a  joint  effort  of  the  Brands- 
Enforcement  Division  (Department  of  Livestock),  Animal 
Health  Division  (Department  of  Livestock),  Department 
of  Fish  &  Game,  U.S.  Bureau  of  Sport  Fisheries  &  Wild- 
life and  the  Department  of  Health  and  Environmental 
Sciences. 


Centralized  Services  Program 

Description....  The  functions  will  be  to  provide  the  following  ser- 
vices to  the  Department  of  Livestock:  Accounting, 
budgeting,  payroll,  personnel  records,  purchasing, 
general  services,  duplicating  and  communications. 

Authority Title  46,  Chapters  1  and  2,  RCM  1947. 

Responsibility.  Administrator  of  the  Animal  Health  Division  and  Admini- 
strator of  the  Brands -Enforcement  Division. 
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
